SPOT TREATED 

Delays at a planned nightspot highlight its 
political past. By Samantha Melamed 

n June, City Council passed a law introduced by Councilman 
Frank DiCicco — to the rgoidng of one developer and the 
grousing of many neariiy neighbors — to repeal, foronedty 
block, a zoningoverlay that had been put in place in 2002 to pro- 
tect Fish town and Port Richmond from the northward spread of 
the rawdy Delaware Avenue nightclub scene. On Oct. 6, DiCicco 
quiet^ introduced a second bill to repeal the repeal, reinstating 
the zoning protections that neighbora had Siughtfor adecadeagn. 
What’s up with the revolving-door legislation? 

(capacity; 2,700) on Ridimond Street — have hit a roadblock, 
‘^e’re redesigningrWe have to move the venue to a difrerait loca- 
tion on the site because of technical issues, and that means some 
delays,' explains David Grasso, the developer behind the venue, in 
partnership with conceit promoter Live N ation. “lEhCiccol didn't 
wonttoleavethecommunity with the zoning in place ifwc didn't 
doourprgject.He toldus that he was not going to move forward 
with Che bill ... buthewontedtobecarefut.' 

This may be business as usual in the Philadelphia development 
world, but there's also another name for zoning a specific area to 
benefit a spedfre property owner: spot zoning. And that’s illegal 
“Spot zoning is wbereyou take a parcel of land and enact condi- 


tions onitwithoutregard to the community around it:ifs unre- 
lated to the uses that are adjacent to it,' explains Stephanie Kindt, 
staffattomey at SCRUB: Public Wee for PubBe^ace. alocal 
anti-blight group. There’s no rhyme or reason to it, and it’s specifi- 
cally forthe benefit ofone property owner.Clearly. creating a law 
that would allow o nigh tclub at this urea to benefit thia one prop- 
erty owner is spot zoning.' 

DiCicco disagreea 

Thebill was introduced to efiur some development for that 
particular piece of property, which may or may not at this point 
happen, so the coundlman wanted to revert the zoning back to its 
original daasification in case it does not 
happen,” says Sean McMonagle, the 
coimcitman’s l^islotive aide. 

Even though the jro posed repeal 
seems to make dearer than ever that 
the rezoning was designed not just 
for any developer, but speciBcally for 
Grasso, McMonagle discounts any legal qualms: “I dm't believe it’s 
spot zoning. I know several people have indicated that they believe 
it is. but I guess that’s a matterofopinion. But it's not a specific 
address: it’s an entire block of properties.' 

Actually, diat distinction wasn’t drawn until the bill’s second 
draft. The finit draft, says David Fecteau. a city planner with the 
Philadelphia City Planning Commission (PCPCI, rezonedjust 
the one parcel. That, says Fecteau.'Nvas blatantly spot zoning.' 
Eventually, he says, “PiCiccoj said. ‘Fine. ITl avoid the legal has- 
sles and take it to the whole block. "

While that block ofRichniond Street could certainly use an injec- 
tion of life (and PCPC did eventually approve the proposal), some 
neighbors are more coDcemed with the injections of capital both 
Grasso and the firm that represented him at zoning meetings 
— Klehr Harriscm Harvey Branzburg — provided to DiCicco’s 
campaign fimd. (Grasso gave S2, 000 in Jime 2010; he contributed 
$1,000 more on Nov. 8, 2010. the same day Klehr ponied up $500.) 

It’s not the first time development watchdogs have cried foul in 
regard tn l^isIatioD sprmsored by DlCicco. SCRUB iscurronth' 
pursuing legal artion against the ci^ over a billboard — legalized 
by a law introduced by the coundlrttan — that sits at 73 Moore St., 
advertisirrg a RisqueCabaretdirectJyabove a daycare. They’re 
equally fired up over a new zoningpropo.sal to allow 7,000-Bquare- 
footl minimum I digital billboards on a single square block in the 
Callowhill neighborhood — a proposal that, once again, would 
likely impact only one building on the block. 

“The problem is what you don'tgo througli the process — and 
thereis a proce8B:Youhavea hearing, you have meetings with the 
neighborhood. you go before the zoning board," Ifindt says. ‘When 
there’s l^slatbn, all of that is circumvented. A lot of these laws 
do makeit throu^ because of cotmcibnanic privilege” — in which 
l^uncil members allow each other to manage their respective dis- 
tricts as they please — ‘and it’s really inappropriate. It’s not good 
planning it’s not good for the city and it’s notfollowing our laws." 

DiCiccohas introduced or co-sponsored an impressive 75 bills 
in this. his final yearin office. (He ended his re-election bid in 
March after facing critidsm for his partidpationinthe Deferred 
Retirement OpHm Plan, or DROP. ) 

On Richmond Street, Grasso won approval despite neighbors’ 


worries over traffic, wh ich were exaoeibatcd tty the 1-95 expansion, 
says Neil Brecher.presidentofthe Fishtown Nei^borsAssociatian. 
■Tliis project doesn't exist in a vacuum. There will be effects beyond 
the fcur wallsof the club. There's traffic, there’s noise, there could 
be ancillary businesses — and that could be good or bad," he adds. 

But in this case, an outcry fium constitumts wasn't enough. 

“It helps that this is not a re-election year for Frank DiCicco. I 
thinkbe's just trying to tie up loose ends before he leaves office, and 
Fm definitely one of them, "says a businessman on whose behalf 
DiCico) is she[lienling legislation through committee hearing. He 
didn't want to give his name because his billis still in process, but 
says his experience dealing with the city changed draSically once 
he hired a prominent lawyer 
wifii Council connectiona, 

“Fve had a veiy bitteraweet 
time dealing with the city, I 
ended up obtaining a lawyer 
at one ofthe city’s very large, 
very powerful and veiy expen- 
sive zMiing firms," he saya'Icould not have resolved [my current 
issues! withoutthisparticularattorney andtheefeut of his firm.” 

As for Grasso, he remains confident He says plans could be final- 
ized and presented to DiCicco within a week; be hopes to break 
ground in firstquarter of 2012 andopen by October. In which case, 
the legal issues will be moot 

‘It's very difficult to say that zoning passed fora single block isn't 
spot zoning," muses one local zoning attorney. ‘On the other hand, 
if Dobo<ty challenges it, then wha t difi'erence does it make? It’s 
purely academic."

I’m speaking on a borrowed BlackBerry, 
and George gets only 300 minutes on the phone each month, so I make 
plans to follow up later by email. The phone gets passed down an eager line 
of family, neighbors and former schoolmates from St. Mary Magdalen de 
Pazzi, most catching a smoke break on the sidewalk outside La Locanda 

neighbors that 1 drove past it twice down a highway in the South Jersey 
suburb ofVoorhees. 

Inside, a well-dressed crowd is gathered for a fundraiser to support George, 
who is sorvinga sentence oflife without parole for drug IralEcking. Although 
subject to the brutal uniformity of a Florida federal prison, he has remained 
a committed Philadelphian — and become a prolific author and playwright. 
He is the son of mobster Raymond "Long John" Mariorano, but he was never 
accused of a violent crime and, by all accounts, was never a member of the 
mob. Now €0, George has been inside a prison cell since age 32, when he 
pled guilty to trafficking heroin, cocaine, methaqualone and marijuana. 
His supporters contend he received his harsh sentence as punishment for 
his lather's sins, and for refusing to tell prosecutors thmgs, back in an era 
of rampant gangland bloodletting, that he says he did not know. 

George now teaches writii^ to fellow prisoners and coimsels those on suicide 
watch. The dinner fundraiser is for George's legal defense and also for an 
organization to promote literacy that he founded. Men in Hawaiian shirts with 
smoothly gelled hair chat with women with dyed-black hair, curled. Stephen 
Ritrovato, whose business card identifies him as a *vocalist/pcr5onahty,"has 
dona ted his time to sing lounge anthems, Sinatra included, overa synthesized 
boat.Hic South PhiUy accents have stuck despite a nciidrbarhood diaspora 
that stretches from Sou th Jersey to South Florida. 

A large photograph of George, dressed in his dull-olive prison uniform, 
is displayed at the front of the busy restaurant In a more recent photo on 
the program's cover, George louks older, with grayer hair and a face creased 
with wrinkles. Frionds toll stories to animate the still images: George down 
the Shore, in the neighborhood, atschool. George exists in many points of 


memory. But not here. 

“He's serving this tune for things in Philadelphia that George had noth- 
ing to do with," says John Flahivc, one of George’s brothcrs-in-law. “I hope 
you focus on who George is today. All of that Philndolphia shit, that doesn't 
have anything to do with it." 

No one here wants to dwell on the Phiily underworld. When my questions 
stray toward the Mafia, faces tense up: Please don't write a Mafia story. 
And yet that world casts an inescapably long shadow. Even the walls of 
the restaurant, which has donated the fundraiser's food, are lined with 
posters for The Godfather and other mob films — a reference to Italian- 
American pop culture that strikes me as curious but which most guests

If I believed for one second," say.s Flaliive, “that if George wi 
tliat he would do anything . . ." 

Tie’s his own roan,"interiects Deborali Scarpa, a Miami transplant from 
South Jersey and a dedicated Tree George" activist. "And his own story" 

George's elderly mother, Evelyn, does not care for storytelling. ‘I don't 
talk to no reporters," she says, turning away, but not before recounting that 
she once threw /n^uirer mob reporter George Anastasia out of a restaurant 
(an incidcnlAnastasia docs not recall). And even Anastasia sympathizes 
with Goorgo’s plight 

"Long John Martorano was a miqor player in tho underworld, and made a 
lot of money in the underworld doing things that wore illegal, "says Anastasia, 
the undisputed dean of Phiily mob watchers. “Whether it was loan sharking, 
extortion, illegal gambling or drug dealing. He paid a price for that, and so 
did members of his family." 

After years of dead-end appeals, George’s supporters are eager to tell the 
story ofa man whom one ofhislawyers,Ted Simon, believes to be “the longest- 
serving first-time offender for a nonviolent federal offense in the U.S.'While 
they seekto win overthe court ofpublic opinion, his lawyers have the much 
tougher job of winning over a three-judge panel on the Third Circuit Court 
of Appeals. This will probably be the last attempt to set George free. 

To make his final push for freedom, George retained new and rather 
high-powered attorneys in 2010. Simon is a Philadelphia lawyer who 
represented Amanda Knox, tire American student convicted and then this 
month acquitted on appeal for a salacious murder in Italy. Miami lawyer 
Roy Black has defended Rush Limbaugh against drug charges. Kelsey 
Grammer against statutory rape accusations, and represented William 
Keimedy Smith in his notorious 1991 rape trial. 

This star legal team is pursuing what they say are two brand-new 


argumcnU, which rest on complicntcd poinU ofscnlcndng law. Bui to under- 
stand George’s case, nnd to understand George, one must dig into the equally 
murl^ South Hiiladclpliia of the early 1980s, a bloody period in an underworld 
that stretched from Oregon Avenue to Atlantic City and South Florida. 


when he pulled a Winnebago full of pot into a Philadelphia garage in late 
1982, George and a number of accompbees were arrested. One ofliis partners, 
it turned out, was a federal agent. 


he stable and insular world of the South Philly mob un- 
raveled the night of March 21, 1980, when a man with 
a 12-gaugeshotgun walkedup toaparkedcar at 934 
Snyder Ave. nnd blasted a hole into the side of Angelo 
Bruno's head. Bruno,knownasthe‘'GeDlle Don, "ruled a 
mob that put apremium on discretion and used violence 
sparingly. Bruno’s day job was as a commissioned salesman for Raymond 
Maitorano’s vendu^ business. Thoi^ Bruno reported an income ofS50,000, 
according to Anastasia, ho died a milbonairo. Nearly a year later, on March 
15, 1981, a bomb ripped tiuroughtlie porch of Philip “Chicken Man" Testa, 
killing Bruno’s successor and creating a chaotic power vacuum. 

Seizing the opportunity was a man named Nicodemolattle Nido'^Scarfo, 
who took control. Scarfo loved the apotUght and flaunted his nches, keeping 
a photograph of A1 Capone — whose flamboyant style was diametrically 
opposed to Bruno’s — hanging in his oSicc. The angry man whom Bruno 
had sidolinod to Atlantic City in 1964 went on to imluasb a wave of terror 
that lasted from 1981 until his 1987 orrest, and later conviction, formurdor 
and other charges. 

Scarfo look the close tics that botmd the South Phillymob together like 
family and remade them into a noose.Twenty-onc mob murders took place from 
1980 to 1986, full ofjealous double crosses and betrayals. Scarfb’s penchant for 
brtftaUty and unbridled greed left tlie organization wideopen to government 
informants who would have failed to penetrate the Bruno mob. 

It was during this period that George’s father, Raymond, a convicted 
drug dealer long suspected to be a mob associate, became a made member 
after all^edly orchestrating the murder of roofers’ union president John 
McCullough. The conviction was overturned 15 years later due to prosecu- 
torial misconduct. 

With his father behind bars for drug charges, George and his partners 
worked logolhcrto fly a planeload of marijuana from Jamaica to Florida But 
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eorge was represented at his 1984 trial by Bobby Simone, 
a second-generation Italian-American bom in South 
Philly. Simone was the lead attorney for whichever local 
dun happened to be in chargu. But ho became Scarfo's 
close friend, and more <hc was later sentenced to four 
years for racketeering, eccused of being the Philly mob’s 


“unofficial consigliere"). 

Tliat George was a drug dealer was not, by and large, in dispute, so Simone 
advised him to strike a deal and plead guilty. Simone, says George, told him 
that he would face 10 years. Maximum. It turned out to be a plea without a 
bargain: Judge John B. Hannum sentenced George to the maximum of hfe

was his father. But what I don’t get is why he got a life sentence when he

pled guilty," says Anastasia. “Why it played out that way, only two people 
can tell you; Bobby Simone and Judge Hannum. And they’re both dead." 

The circumstances of George’s case were incredibly bizarre: After George 
pled guilty but before ho was sentcuccd. Hannum took to the stand in a 
neighboring courtroom as a character witness for the very some Bobby 
Simone, who faced charges of income tax evasion. 

This is how George explains it alt in an email: “First Simone says he had 
a private deal with Judge Hannum for 10 years. Then when the bad press 
came out ofSimono and Hannum (regarding being a character witnessi . . . 
then Simone rushledi to see me. saying 10 wouldn’t look good, and . . . that it 
would have to be IS. But he was playing me along with the OK from N icky 
Scarfo.Right before the sentencing day, Simone came to see me late one 
night oskingfor $150,000 for Hannum, to assure me the 15 years." 

In appeals throu^unit the ’80s and ’90s, George's attorneys used Haiutum to 
make their case, arguing that the judge had sold George down the river to pro- 
tect himself from accusations that he had struck a secret deal with Simone. 

There is much in the way of speculation, says Anastasia, including that 
Hannum “didn’t know what was going on” or “theconspiracytheory is.andl 
don’t buy into it, this was Scarfo getting backatMartoranothroughSimone. 
But that’s a real stretch.” 

Rumors swirl around this case. Overtime, they have hardened into layers 
of uncertainty and suspicion. 



he streets of South Philly tliat now summon hipsters 
were thena war zone.

'It was just a racketuuring mob," he says. “Wasn’t no 




death , wasn't no shooting. But when Scarfo became a boss, he wasa serial 
kiUer.'Scarfo's sadism makesit tempting to romanticize Bruno's mob, and 
makes it easy to imagine that Bruno would not have allowed George to fall 
throu^ the cracks. Regardless, George'ssentence is as diflicult to explain 
as it is harsh. And the reason ibr the sentence, much like the shadowy 
underworld that George was bom into, has long since paieed into history. 

The violent, bloody mob of that time is gone. Consider all^d mob boss 
Joseph “Uncle Joe" Ligambi, who was indicted this May alongside a dozen 
associates. The charges? GambHng and loan sharking. Not a single murder 
charge. The storefront atCamac and Moore where Scaifo's soldiers carried 
outanlS.rrrorrthwaragairrstHaTryTheHuiichback''Rica^r]eabutsanow- 
gentrifyirrg I^ssymik Avenue corridar, profiled in the The Neir Ybn^ Ti/?res 
travel section, that features artisan gelatn and a Do gg y Style pet boutique.

Aggressive federal pro.secution has decimated themob, whidi lives on 
more os a marketing device than criminal threat, although sports book- 
making, video poker machines and loan sharkingcontinue. Meanwhile, 
gangs from Russia, Mexico. Asia. Eastern Eurt^ and Central America 
— and terrorists — control the lucrative global blaik matket in drugs and 
weapois.Americanconsumers, however, are eager to make the mysterious 
la COSO nosh-Q (“that thing ofours’) a thing of theirs. 

George'seousin, celebrity chef Steve Martorano,is one of the country's 
most successful promoters of kitsch Italian -American culture. Steve owns 
CafeMartoianosin Florida and Vegas and recently released a book ofreci- 
pes and old neighborhood rominiscences titled TbCuz.'. In his book, Steve 
describes himself as “the son of a part-time loan shark [who] took one of 
Philadelphia’s most notorious names and made it into its most deficious." 
Hedeejays music while screening mob classics for celebrities likeLuducris 
andMo’Nique — both ofwhom wrote introductions to his book. 

The Mafia has almost become like a brand now, like \fersace or Dolce &

a recorded conversation over a prison phone reported by the /nquirer in 
]9S7.“AndstopaIl this bullshit. That's the proper move. Butevidendy you 
don’t want to hear that ... But Isay, don't put me in the middle of it. Tm 
just trying to sell fuckin' steaks.” 

When 1 met George's brother-in-law for a beer, he suggested we drink not 
at some old Italian South PhUly haunt, but at anew (Terman beer hall, where 
he gushed over the business acumen ofthe venue’s owners At the fundraiser, 
he had told me that one day Americans will have interbred to the extent 
that our offspring will be racially indistinguishable — and that, he said, 
would be fine. “If you move toArgentina, you’re not anltaJian-Argentinean. 
You’re Argentinean. Only in America are you Italian-American." 

So much fer the tight-knit, Italiarrs-only creed depicted in The Sopranoe 
— the world that sdll follows George and tethers him to a cell in Florida. 


a eorge last saw Philly earlier this year, when he was 
Irantfxirtedforhis trial.’I looked at itout the window 
for seven months, but never got to set foot in my city,” 
he tells me, now lookingforward to his appeal later this 
fall ‘I hadn’t been in Philly since the ’80s. and the city 
changed. All 1 could see was the sky fine.” 

But the old neighborhood days refusetodisappearcompletely. Bachin 
1998, 16 years after George’s arrest, his 23-year-oki son, Raymonci was 
arrestedtiyingln unload more than 400 pounds ofmaiijuana hum atruck 
into a SouthPhilly garage. According to an /nquirer report at the time, the 
assistant U.S. attorney asked the judge to hold Raymond without bail, in 
part because ofhis family history. 

A judge dismissed the case, but Raymond was later killed in a 2001 
motorcycle wreck, soon after George’s wife died of cancer. In 2CI02,just a 
litBe over two years after his release from prisem, Raymond “Long John” 
Martoranowas shot to death in hia Lincoln Tbwn Car. 

“Idonlknow,” muses Anastasia. “Things are so fractured down therein 
South Philly.Thereisn^ anybody prominent.There aren’t any names. When 
Long John was shot and killed, there wererumblings thathc was trying 
to put something together. But I don't think there's anything there. It is 
the end of an era. He's from that period of Angelo Bruno and Nicky Scarfo.

CraJting all this into a fJay spanning SO years 
is no easy task. Slobodzianek's script, translated by Ryan CiBig.

classmates in 1926. gradually fractured by ingrained pr^dicesand 
outside pressures. 

Director Blanks Zizka assembles a strongcast whose subtle aging 
is superbly realized without makeup or costume changes. Marsha 
Ginsberg’sset seals the action on a dirty plain scattered with chairs 
and dead tree stalks, surroundedbyimposing black walb. A large 
translucent structure morphs fremaquaintschoolhause to the bam 
where Jews are burned alive, and later a glowing purgatory where 


the dead wander restlessly. Thom Weaver's eerie lifting sculpts 
with stark fluorescents and audience-iDuminating floods. 

The characters’ rich stories weave together to reveal contrary 
perspectives simuttaneously, When Dora (Binilie Krause) is raped 
by three former classmates in the frenzy preceding the mass kill- 
ing, we hear all four’s inner thoughts and feelings, amplifying the 
horrorby making us identify with all sides.

Anne Frank is a 
bad play, loaded 
with contrivance. 

— lequireH reverential aiiepace. As a teen- 
ager, I i^d the diaiy — ifyouwerea Jewish 
kid growing up in the '60s, you couldn’t 
not — andwBS wradeed widi guilt.

elided. A subsequent edition restored the 
omitted material and gave a fuller sense 
of Anne as. well, a real live girl — but the 
damage was done, and it was the first vei^ 
sion of the diaiy th^ served as source far 
this play, tinkered with by a group ofhack 
writers who made Anne even saintlier. 

Alas.thisis wherewe have to start. The 
Diary of Anne Frank is a bad play, load- 
ed with contrivance, stilted dialogue and

HARD CORE 

Subtle cider from a Bucks County winery 
rolls into Philly. By Lou Mancinelli 

V ineyards producing alcohol fram fruit is an act as undent 
as the roads ofRcnne, but out in Bucks County. FVutelli 
Desiuto Vineyards is going beyond the grape — they’re using 
Delaware Valley apples to make u diy double hard apr^e cider. 

“We are trying to get as dose to worid-dass as we can get. but 
make it accessible to any old guy," says Rich 
Smithson III, dder maestro at Pipersville’s 
Desiato, which combines bar/iestaurant 
Mamma D’s with a small-bateh winery produc- 
irrgltalian-inspired vino. Smithson, 41, began 
brewing his own beer years ago, experimenting 
with techniques like using apple wood in lieu ofsmoked malt in a 
raudrbier recipe. He plans tsi introducirrg similar techniques to 
future batches, flirtrrrg with herbs and spices, but for now he’s con- 
cented with cider in its most unadulterated form. 

While Enghsh-style hard cider is characteristically tart, Desiato's 
7 percent ABV rendition is fashioned after the old-world French 
version. It's made from a combination of apples — including Granny 
Smiths. Galas and hdrioom and dder varieties — pressed off-siCe, 
fermented and aged in oakapplejackbutTels.Whcnpoured.it bub- 
bles like asoda.resenrblingaChardonnayin tint and aura. Upon 
first whiff you can detect a hint of whiskey generated from those 



light but substantial, like apple juke spiked by sonrething strong, 
with a tang subtle enough to drink a few. 

Smithson thiirks his cider, made from apple pulp subjected to 
a fcut^ to six-month fermcntatron/aging period, should appeal to 
those who prefer tighter beera In fact. Smithson's aim is a flavor 
profile that pairs well with foods complemented by white wine. 

Before last year. Smithson, who runs a printing press by day. was 
a regular at Mamma D’a There, he and owner Luigi Deaiato would 
talk, and Smithson would get ideaa At first, he tried to sell the 
Italian-bom Desiato on becoming a micro brewery, but that would 
have required Hcarrsing. paperwork and 
other legal hurdles. The vineyard’s winery 
status, however, rarabled them by law to 
produce booze from apples Desiato Hard 
Cider was bom in late 2010.
